DIGEST OF INTRODUCED BILL

Citations Affected: 1C 9-14-5-3; IC 9-18.

Synopsis: Placards and license plates for persons with disabilities.
Provides that a parking placard for a person with physical disabilities,
a license plate for a disabled Hoosier veteran, or a license plate for a
person with disabilities must bear the final four digits of the unique
identifying number displayed on the: (1) driver's license; or (2)
identification card; of the individual to whom the placard or license
plate has been issued.

Effective: July 1,2014.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
motor vehicles.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.1C 9-14-5-3 1S AMENDED TOREAD ASFOLLOWS
[EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2014]: Sec. 3. (a) This subsection applies to
a placard issued before July 1, 2014. The placard required under
section 1 of this chapter must contain the following:

(1) The words "Parking Permit for Persons with Physical
Disabilities".
(2) An expiration date.

(b) This subsection applies to a placard issued after June 30,
2014. A placard issued under section 1(1) of this chapter must
contain the following:

(1) The words '"Parking Permit for Persons with Physical
Disabilities"'.
(2) An expiration date.
(3) The final four (4) digits of the unique identifying number
displayed on:

(A) the driver's license of; or
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(B) the identification card issued under IC 9-24-16 to;
the individual to whom the placard has been issued.

A disabled
Hoosier veteran license plate must be gold in color with blue lettering
and contain the following:

(1) Identification numerals.
(2) The words "Disabled Hoosier Veteran".

(b) This subsection applies to a disabled Hoosier veteran license
plate issued after June 30,2014. A disabled Hoosier veteran license
plate must be gold in color with blue lettering and contain the
following:

(1) The words "Disabled Hoosier Veteran".
(2) The final four (4) digits of the unique identifying number
displayed on:

(A) the driver's license of; or

(B) the identification card issued under 1C 9-24-16 to;
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the disabled Hoosier veteran to whom the placard has been
issued.

SECTION 4. IC 9-18-22-2, AS AMENDED BY P.L.262-2013,
SECTION 86,1IS AMENDED TO READ ASFOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE
JULY 1,2014]: Sec. 2. (a) This subsection applies to a license plate
for a person with a disability issued before July 1,2014. The license
plate for a person with a disability must bear:

(1) the official international wheelchair symbol;
(2) areasonable facsimile of the international wheelchair symbol;
or
(3) another symbol selected by the bureau;
to designate the vehicle as being used to transport a person with a
disability.

(b) This subsection applies to a license plate for a person with a
disability issued after June 30, 2014. A license plate for a person
with a disability:

(1) must bear:
(A) the official international wheelchair symbol or a
reasonable facsimile of the international wheelchair
symbol; or
(B) another symbol selected by the bureau; and
(2) the final four (4) digits of the unique identifying number
displayed on:
(A) the driver's license of; or
(B) the identification card issued under 1C 9-24-16 to;
the individual to whom the placard has been issued;
to designate the vehicle as being used to transport a person with a
disability.
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
